Susan Alison Horowitz, Director of 
Financial Aid and Veterans Services, 
will be leaving NECC tomorrow to fill a 
position with the Massachusetts Board 
of Higher Education at 182 Tremont 
Street, Boston. 


She will be the Coordinator of 
University Extension and Collegiate 
Authority (Financial Aid Officer) in 
which she will work with the 
Massachusetts State Scholarship Pro- 
gram, train high school counselors in the 
financial aid field, and work on the 
planning of policy. In addition Ms. 
Horowitz will work with the Christian 
Herter Scholarship, and early identifica- 
tion scholarship for tenth and eleventh 
graders in Massachusetts which gives 
them an incentive to continue their 
education. 


Now living in Melrose, Sue graduated 
from Amsterdam High School, New 
York in 1964, attended Wheaton College 
in Norton, Massachusetts where she 
received a B.A. degree in English. In 
1969 she received her M.S. degree in

has also had professional training at the 
Institute for Financial Aid Administra- 
tors at Framingham State College. 


In the fall of 1969, Sue started working 
at NECC handling one hundred and six 
financial aid recipients who received a 
total of roughly $60,000. Today there 
are twelve hundred financial aid 
recipients at NECC receiving just under 
$1,000,000. depending upon how much 
Basic Grant money is used. This is more 
financial aid money received than any

But Sue 
was impressed at her interview with 
former president Harold Bentley, Don 
Ruhl, and Chureh Stafford mentioning 
that they are “the neatest people that 
ever interviewed me.” Sue was hired 
August 29; 1969 as Financial Aid 
Counselor and Admissions Counselor. 


Women’s Center Adopts

Construction 
Priorities 


John R. Dimitry, President of Northern 
Essex Community College, Haverhill, 
announced today that a schedule of 
construction priorities has been de- 
veloped between the college and the 
Massachusetts Bureau of Building 
Construction for the additions and 
alterations needed at the Northern 
Essex campus to make the college 
architecturally barrier-free for handi- 
capped students. 

Campus changes will include construe- 
tion of an exterior elevator to service the 
Science and Applied Science building (all 
other building on campus are now 
barrier-free); construction of accessible 
lavatories in four buildings and 
conversion of a storage room in: the 
Learning Resource Center into an 
accesible lavatory; and conversion of 
ten-foot high doors at either end of the 
Classroom building into seven-foot doors 
with easier maneuverability. 

Dimitry stated that design approval will 
be received by the end of March, and 
construction bids will be requested in 
April. Construction is scheduled to begin 
in June with a projected completion date 
of August 31, 1976. “The Northern Essex 
Community College campus should be 
completely barrier-free for handicapped 
students who enroll for the Fall, 1976 
semester,” Dimitry said.

Despite current rumors, there is 
a placement service program, with the 
function of placing student at Northern 
Essex into full and part-time occupa- 
tions. Due to the budget cuts as 
commanded by the state legislature, the 
Placement Office has fallen victum, as 
have many other campus services which 
have been damed expendible. 


Until one year ago, the Office of Career 


Services and Placement was under the 
direction of Manny Thomas. It was at 
this time that Manny requested, and was 
given a leave of absence. Peter 
Kamberilis was appointed by the CETA 
programs to replace Manny and was 
terminated after his one year appoint- 
ment. Since this time, Dick LaClair has 
been appointed Acting Director of 
Career Services and Placement, another 
burden added to his counseling and 
teaching responsibilities. Dick LeClaire 
summed up the situation by stating that,

Hunting and Fishing 


for Conservation

In the last fifty years, hunters and 
fishermen have paid nearly five billion 
dollars for conservation. And they add 
over $300,000,000 each year. 


Sportsmen were active in founding the 
nation’s wildlife refuge system, setting 
aside over 31,000,000 acres for wildlife. 
This land will remain unspoiled, 
providing enjoyment for hikers and 
picknickers and well as sportsmen. 


Sportsmen-supported conservation pro- 
grams benefit over seventeen hundred 
species of wildlife in North America. Of 
these, only one hundred and ten are 
considered game. Songbirds and chip- 
monks benefit along with deer and 
pheasant. 


Thanks to hunter-financial management 
programs: there are 15,000,000 deer in 
the nation today, compared to only 
5,000,000 in 1900. There are five times as 
many elk in the U.S. today as there were 
in 1900. The wild turkey, once nearly 
extinct, now numbers over 1,250,000.

Ten Golden Card welders at NECC are 
enthusiastic participants in a program 
designed especially for them through the 
efforts of Barbara Webber, Assistant 
Dean of Continuing Education and Dale 
Midgley, Director of NECC’s Learning 
Resource Center. Titled “Creative Use 
and Production of Audio-Visual Media 
designed for elders”, the program 
includes all phases of production - studio 
and portable camera operations, anima- 
tion, graphics, radio broadcasts; and “on 
camera” and “on the air” performaces 
which are taped for future use. 


Under the Provisions of Title I, Higher 
Education Act of 1965, “Project in 
Touch” aims to provide to all citizens

communities and of. the Merrimack 
Valley. Of the 350.000 estimated persons 
served by NECC, seventeen point 1 per 
cent are over sixty years of age. 


The reservoir of talent in this segment of 
the population will be seen and heard 
over the local Cable T.V. company’s 
Community Access Channel and over 
Radio Station WHAV AM/FM. The 
utilization of these transmission facilities 
will provide a ready access for program 
dissemination. In addition, Haverhill's 
Public Library will serve the program as 
the initial repository and _ retrieval 
center for completed programs, where 
copies will be made available with 
appropriate viewing and listening 
facilities. 


The basic thrust of the project is “to 
train elderly citizens in the techniques 
and skills of Television and Radio 
Broadcasting so they can produce their 
own programs.” 


From this will come regularly scheduled 
Cable T.V. and Radio Broadcasts 
specifically designed FOR and BUY the 
elderly. Cable T.V. has 7,000 subscribers 
(or approximately sixty-five per cent of 
homes) in Haverhill. Any AM or FM 
radio will be able to receive local station 
WHAV. Though the central area or base 
of the program is Haverhill, participants 
come also from surrounding towns - 
Newburyport, Andover, North Andover, 
and Groveland. 


Russ Moran, Director of Merrimac 
Valley. Home Care Center, is a very 
special person to these senior citizens. 
Through him, liason was established 
with the Councils of aging for 
recruitment and _ selection of pro- 
gramming-personnel (elderly persons to 
produce and present the information). 
The Home Care also conducts the special

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Youthgrants in the Humanities supports fourteen projects 


Washington, D.C. -- The Youghgrants program of the National Endowment for the 
Humanities (NEH), making its eleventh series of competitive awards, will support ten 
more projects developed by young people around the nation. 

Dr. Ronald S. Berman, Chairman of the Endowment, announced the grants in 
Washington. 


Now in its fourth year, the Youthgrants program was developed to encourage 
substantive work in the humanities by young persons. It has provided an opportunity 
for them to obtain Federal funds for projects similar to those conducted by experienced 
professionals. 


The enterprise of the over 100 provious Youthgrantees has yielded translations and 
archiving, indexing and editing accomplishments which have rendered new material 
usable to scholars; oral histories, film and photographic documentaries, and 
archaeological preservation activities that have made Americans in many communities 
more aware of their antecendents; and educational materials implemented by local 
schools, published in community newspapers, or carried by local broadcast madia. 
Volumes on Revolutionary War music (to be published next year by the University of 
Illinois Press) and on the unionization struggles of Appalachian coal miners originated 
as Youthgrants, as did such award-winning films as “A Matter of Indifference” (on 
aging) and “Gypsies--The Other Americans.” Over 300 prints of the Youthgrant-funded 
film “The Emerging Women” are in circulation. A Youthgrantee’s study of nineteenth 
century American folk artist Sheldon Peck as culminated in a touring exhibit of Peck’s 
works now being shown at New York’s Whitney Museum. 


The following are examples of the projects recently funded: 


A grant of $6,988 and an offer of up to $3,000 in gifts-and-matching funds have been 
made to Leland and Gray High School in Townshend, Vermont. Fifteen students at the 
school are producing a 30-minute film called “Pendulum” about community-school 
relations in a changing community. The film is intended to offer some historical 
perspectives from which citizens, students, and educators can launch discussions of the 
role of the local community in the future of public education. The students are studying 
Vermont culture and customs and the history of American public education, particularly 
community-school disputes. They are also arranging community-school events--for 
example, discussions--which will be filmed. Andres S. Field, a 21-year old filmmaker and 
student at New York University, is directing the project. 


Stephen W. Plattner of St. Paul, Minnesota, will use a grant of $3,790 to prepare an 
exhibit of Depression-era photographs from the Farm Security Administration. The 
21-year old senior at Macalester College will select the prints from collections in the 
Library of Congress and at the University of Louisville. He will then develop a 
multi-media exhibit, write descriptive brochures, publicize the exhibit, and conduct 
tours in the Macalester College Gallery during March, 1976. 

A grant of $2,518 will support Linda L. Layne, 19, of Los Angeles in examining the 
degree to which the present status, behavior, and values of Algerian women originated 
in the differing social climates of their adolescences. She will examine three groups: 
women who came of the age during the last years of colonial rule; those who came of age 
during the struggle for indepencence; and those whose adolescence occurred during the 
present period of “Islamic Socialism.” The project is viewed as a step toward 
broadening the scope of university Women’s Studies programs, which usually have 
discussed only Western women. Ms, Layne’s activities will include field research and 
consultations with academic, social activists, and government officials. She is a junior at

the University of Southern California majoring in The Dynamics of Social Change. 
Edward Gray of New York City has been awarded $9,396 to produce a half-hour 16mm 
color documentary film on Afro-American music featuring jazz drummer Elvin Jones. 
The film intended for a general audience will include inerviews with Mr. Jones and with 
jazz musicologists. Scenes of Mr. Jones performing will be used in a visual analysis of 
the complex rhythems of jazz improvisation. Mr. Gray is a 25-year old professional 
filmmaker with an M.F.A. degree from New York University. 
Robert A. Griffith, 24, of DeSoto, Illinois, has received a grant of $1,905 to compile a 
history in slides and cassette tapes of eighteenth century American blacksmithing. The 
project will provide a record of this important craft for the public and for the increasing 
number of blacksmithing students. Mr. Griffith is a graduate student at Southern 
Illinois University. He will visit museums and metalsmithing collections in Virginia, 
New York, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, and Washington, D.C. to gather material for 
the project. 
In addition to the ten projects now beginning, 23 others announced earlier this year are 
in progress or nearing completion. 
The next deadline for applications to the program is April 15, 1976. Prospective 
applicants should contact the Youthgrants offics well ahead of the deadline.

The Respiratory Therapy Department ot 
the Hale Municipal Hospital, in conjunc- 
tion with the Respiratory Therapy 
Program of Northern Essex Community 
College, will sponsor a seven-week 
Seminar for Better Living and Breathing 
that started Wednesday, March 10, 1976. 


The objective of the seminar is to 
encourage participants to make the best 
of their respiratory conditions through 
proper instruction, and to prove the 
effectiveness of participants pulmonary 
rehabilitation. The seminar is not 
intended as a program of continuing 
primary care. 


Seminar programs will meet every 
Wednesday evening, from 6 to 8 p.m., in 
the Hale Hospital Library, beginning 
March 10. The March 10 meeting will be 
a get acquainted session, Subsequent 
meetings will discuss topics such as the 
anatomy and physiology of breathing, 
breathing exercises, chest physio- 
therapy, home therapy, physical condi-

tioning, and the social and environ- 
mental aspects of respiratory rehabili- 
tation. 


The seminar will be of value to people of 
all ages, particularly elders, with 
respiratory conditions such as asthma, 
emphysema, bronchitis and others. It is 
not a substitute for regular medical 
treatments, but a training session to 
help participants use the treatments 
prescribed by their doctors more 
effectively. It is also a chance for people 
with respiratory conditions to share 
their experiences with others. All 
seminar meetings will include lectures, 
films and other audiovisual media, and 
practical information.

The Liberty Bell cracked in August, 
1752, while being tested in Independence 
Hall at Philadelphia. It was melted down 
and a second bell was cast in April, 1753. 
This bell was also defective. A third bell 
was cast in June, 1753 by. Pass and 
Stowe. The third bell, which was hung in 
the tower of Independance Hall in 1777, 
was removed and taken to Allentown for 
safekeeping during the occupation of 
Philadelphia by British troops. It was 
returned in 1778, and rang every 4th of 
July and on state occations until 1835. 


It cracked as it tolled for the death of 
Chief Justice John Marshall. 


America, the great melting pot, is 
cracking too, just like its emblematic 
bell. Instead of all races, colors and 
creeds melting into the pot, we see the 
Polish-American dancing to the tune of 
Bobby Vinton’s PIED PIPER OF 
WARSOVIA, calling “nc drovya;

A variety of special interest courses will 
be available in . physical education, 
personal development, and arts and 
crafts. Developmental and skill courses 
are Grant Writing, Retirement Plan- 
ring, Gemology, How to Fix Your 
Motorcycle, Camp Nursing, Furniture 
Refinishing, Greek, Project Self: Men 
and Women, How to Fix Your Car, and 
Interior Decoration.

The arts and crafts courses include

Visits NECC

Kenneth Rapieff, tea taster for the Tea 
Council of the U.S.A., lectured to the 
Botany classes of Northern Essex 
Community College, Haverhill on Wed- 
nesday, March 10 in Lecture Hall A on 
campus. 


Rapieff told the students that tea 
tasting, a little-known and _ highly 
specialized job, is one occupation which 
has shown no signs of yielding to 
automation. There are about sixty 
qualified tea tasters in the United 
States, he said, who taste imported teas 
and develop blends to produce the 
special flavores the U.S. public prefers. 
Rapieff gave the students historical and 
legendary data on tea, and stressed the 
important part tea plays in the economic 
structure of the world.
